“Thai in view of the danger of the jutro- 
duction of small-pox to the city, and the 
nossibility of modified cases of the disease 
feing mistaken for chicken-pox, the Infectious 
Diseases (Notification) Act, 1889, shall, tor a 
period of six months, apply to chicken-pox 
in the City of Dublin area.”
